The “S” blank- 
ets hung over the railing of the track, in such a manner that the “S’s” were 
in due prominence. Between the blankets were placed the artistic produc- 
tions of Dolph and Underhill, these being caricatures of several of the 
worthy war-horses. 

Arthur Hill was represented by a dummy, attired in a foot ball suit 
and bandaged up in a pitiful manner, which portrayed complete defeat ; 
this poor fellow stood in the basket ball net at the north end of the Gym. 
Another dummy, dressed in a foot ball suit but wearing no bandages, occu- 
pied the net at the south end of the hall, this one represented “S. H. S 
and victory. 
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A fairly large crowd enjoyed the Hop, mostly High School students and 
a few alumni, The music was good, consisting of the new dancing selections 
and many old “favorites,” played in a catchy manner by Cook’s orchestra, 
‘Twenty-one of the players’ names appeared on the programs, each having 
an appropriate “nick name” prefixed; the three extras bore the names 
of “Fran” Drier, “Bullet” Green and “War Horse” Davis, these three 
“physical examples” being instrumental in the success of our team. 

The dancers were, at first, amazed and then amused when two grotes- 
quely attired figures appeared upon the floor, wearing girls clothes, and 
indeed making a laughable appearance. These fake “fair Ones” danced 
awhile and then posted themselves behind the punch bowl, to serve the 
refreshing ingredients thereof. 

A murmur of excitement ran around the Gym when the “Extra Extra” 
was announced, everyone welcoming the unexpected number, because the 
last dance was near at hand and it certainly seemed “too bad” to put an end 
to such merry-making; this fact was made more evident when the end did 
come. The last dance was as well patronized as the first, and not until the 


last strains of “Then We'll All Go Home” had died way, was the floor

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The game was clean and hard-fought from start to finish and it was E 
run off very quickly by the able officials. | 

Arthur Hill came upon the field with a clean record behind them and ^. 
confident that it would remain so, their captain remarking that the crowd | 
should watch for a 60 to 0 score with А. Н. Н. $. at the larger end. 

The east side team had many discouragements during the season but 
went into the game to fight and with the knowledge that the Saginaw High 
school had not been defeated by the west siders in 14 years: and they were 
determined to make it 15. 

Saginaw played a punting game for Cooper was kicking in great form 
and he and Heagany returned the opponents' punts in great shape. 

For the first ten minutes Arthur Hill was dangerous. They carried the 
ball down the field to within the 20-yard line. Here Saginaw held. Then 
after that they never had a chance to score. Saginaw plainly had the ad- 
vantage, and when after a long run by Heagany, Cooper crossed the line it 
was a climax to one of the greatest battles in the history of Saginaw. 

For Saginaw Cooper was the bright and shining light, his long runs 
brought the ball well into Arthur Hill's territory many times. Не also

O’Brien played a fine game, running with the ball well and tackling well. 
Heagany ran the team brilliantly, and before he closes his foot ball 


career he will be one of the best quarter-backs in the state. 

Passolt seemed to be tearing everything up and tackling like a demon. 

Few 
gains were made around the ends, 

Cook and Bricker certainly did their share, getting everything that came 
their way.

Hannon and Dolph were stopping the line plays in good shape. 

For Arthur Hill Vondette played a star game, as did Fordney and 
Gregory. 

It was a battle that will never be forgotten in the memories of all who 
saw it. ; 

Arthur Hill won the toss and chose to defend the south goal. Saginaw 
kicked to Arthur Hill, who carried the ball, making its first down. On the 
second down Vondette was forced to punt and Heagany returned the ball 
about five yards. On the first play over center Loveland fumbled and the west 
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side team started the procession toward the Saginaw goal. It was not a 

rocession which went off like a minstrel parade, but a steady one in 
which the backs brought the required 10 yards. Hardly a first down was 
e with the three attempts.

When within the 30-yard line Khuen signaled for a forward pass which gave 
the ball to Saginaw. Two attempts at the line and Cooper punted to Khuen 
in the middle of the field. Again the Arthur Hill team took up its steady 
march toward the goal, but the ball went over when they tried an onside 
kick. A wing shift by Saginaw failed and Cooper kicked to Khuen, who 
signaled for a fair catch, but the ball was out too far to attempt to kick 
from placement. Vondette kicked the ball and Heagany carried it back 10 
Cooper again punted and Khuen was downed on Saginaw's 30-yard 
line. Cook broke up a fake play around left end. A punt was blocked and it 
was Arthur Hill's ball, first down. Here the west side quarterback opened 
up for the first time. A forward pass was made to Quinn but Cooper came 
in so fast that when he hit Quinn the west sider went back through the air 
about three yards and the ball about tripled the distance in a southerly direc- 
tion. Chilton fell on the ball and Saginaw went on the offense. Two plays 
by Cooper and Loveland put the ball in midfield. Short gains were negotiat- 
ed and then Cooper made a quarterback kick and Khuen was downed on his 
own 10-yard line. A forward pass, two punts exchanged and it was Sagi- 
naw’s ball on Arthur Hill’s 45-yard line. An onside kick was tried and the 
ball was recovered by Arthur Hill on its its onside kick. The ball was well 
down in Arthur Hill’s territory and Heagany getting Vondette’s kick in the 
middle of the field carried' the ball to the 25-yard line. Two plays were tried 
and Cooper was given a chance to kick from placement, but the ball went 
wild. Vondette kicked out and Passolt blocked the punt. Hannon dove at 
Fordney so hard that he injured his back and was forced to retire from the 
game. Vondette punted to midfield and a quarterback kick went over 
Khuen’s head; the ball being down within the 20-yard line. Cooper carried 
Vondette’s punt back to the 30-yard line. Two plays and again Heagany 
signaled for a place kick. Cooper missed the goal by a margin of two feet,

Although both teams put up a hard fight in the second half neither goal 
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was in a great deal of danger until the close. However, Saginaw kept the 
ball down in Arthur Hill’s territory most of the half, 

Saginaw received the kick-off and Cooper punted back, Saginaw getting 
possession of the ball on its own 45-yard line. Khuen started across the 
field with Cooper’s punt which went to the 20-yard line, but Cook made a fly- 
ing tackle and stopped him before he gained more than five yards. 

It was not until the second half that either team was penalized. An at- 
tempted forward pass failed and the west siders were penalized 15 yards. 
Saginaw was penalized twice for holding in the line and Arthur Hill was 
penalized for holding and also for two illegal forward passes. An exchange 
of punts and onside kicks followed. Cooper fumbled a punt and the ball 
was Arthur Hill’s in the center of the field. For a time they threatened to 
score, but Saginaw regained possession of the ball in the middle of the field 
after they had held for downs. Cooper punted over Khuen’s head and Chilton 
downed him on the one-yard line. For a time the east side rooters went wild. 
Vondette was called back of his own goal line to punt. It was rather dark 
and with less than three minutes to play he placed his kick. well over to 
the west side of the field. Heagany scooped the ball up and with Cooper 
for interference he raced to Arthur Hills five-yard line. Every one was 


desperate. А line plunge by Loveland gained inches and then Cooper was 


given the ball on a straight line plunge and when the tangled mass was 
straightened out the ball was over the goal line. The game was won. Natur- 
ally the crowd went wild and swarmed over the field. All but one Arthur 
Hill player left the field with still 90 seconds to play. Referee Ashley gave 
the game to Saginaw without their attempting to kick goal. 

To pick the stars of the game would be a task too great. The entire 
backfield for Arthur Hill played the game. In line plunging they were 
excellent, but none could gain on long end runs. The line, Zschroerner es- 
pecially, put up a hard fought game, and Capt. Elliott did good work. 
Khuen failed to make his usual good gains in returning punts which has 
characterized his playing this season. Vondette did some good kicking, get- 
ting his punts off nicely and well into the air. 

Heagany for the east side used excellent judgment ànd his running back 
punts with Cooper was above tlte ordinary.

REVIEW OF SEASON OF 1909. 
By Coach Frank ‘Green. 


The Saginaw High School foot ball squad at the beginning of the year 
was large in numbers and small in weight, with but one of last year’s team 
present. Strenuous practice began at Hoyt Park, with nearly four full teams 
on the field. Under the eyes of Carpell and Picard, two old H. S. stars, the 
squad simmered down to eighteen men to be known as the first squad. 
From this number Green, Ross and Guieth were declared ineligible under 
the rules and therefore quit turning out. 

The squad practiced faithfully for the first game with Bay City, which 
was a walkaway. When Bay City woke up to the fact that they were living 
the game was over and Saginaw had scored 17 points to their six. On the 
next Saturday the team went to West Bay City for another easy game, 
winning 18 to 0. Saginaw had an open date the next Saturday and Manager 
Cooper arranged a return game with East Bay City. The boys showed a 
startling reversal of form and were lucky to get off with on 0 to 0 score, 

Port Huron came here next and took the game home with them. This 
defeat was due mostly to the inability of the Saginaw men to take advantage 
of chances to score. This was due mostly to their newness to the game. 

With many fond hopes the team journey to Lansing, where our former 
coach, “Bull” Green, was planning the downfall of his old friends. It was 
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the same hard luck story. Saginaw lost, although they out-played “Bull’s” 
pets at every stage of the game. When the smoke of battle cleared the 


score stood, Saginaw 5, Lansing 11. 

The next Saturday Ann Arbor was held 16 to 0, then Muskegon beat us 
15 to 3. Detroit Central beat our second team 17 to 0, and then came 
the big game of the year with Arthur Hill High. 

The team lined up on Turkey Day with a grim determination to win. 
The men played up to top form, showing a class of playing seldom seen in 
High School foot ball teams. Their blocking and tackling were hard and fierce, 
and their plays moved off with a regularity and precision of clockwork. It 
was undoubtedly the best game seen here in years. 

The men deserve credit for the work they have done during the year 


under difficulties. 

Underhill at end is without a doubt the best man in the state. His break- 
ing up plays around end, getting down on punts and receiving forward 
passes has not been equaled by any man this year. 

Cook played a heady and consistent game throughout the year, being 
especially strong on open tackles. 

Hannon, Gorman and Henning held down left guard at different times 
during the year and played good ball. 

Passolt, at center, was a find for a man of his expreience. His work on 
defense was remarkable. 

Nelson and Dolph, at right guard, played good ball during the entire 
season. 

Bricker, at tackle, played heady foot ball and it was almost impossible 


to get thru or over him for big gains. 

Chilton, at end, with his speed and a little more experience, would be 
a remarkably good man. 

Heagany played a fast, heady game at quarter, and his work in the 
Arthur Hill game showed his class. 

Cooper, at left half, was probably the fastest man in the state. His run- 
ning back punts, his smashing and kicking were not equaled in any other 


game he played. 
Loveland, at full and half, was a light man who depended more on his 


head than strength, and made good. He was especially strong on defence. 
Capt. O’Brien, at half and quarter, was good all through the year and his 
fast, heady playing went a long way toward the success of the team. 


Considerjng the newness of the men and lack of proper coaching the 
team was a success both as a playing machine and financially. 
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Second Team Games. 


Aíter the first squad began to be settled, the second team organized 


and elected Bradt captain, and Mathewson manager. 

Their first game was October 30, with Midland, who during the course 
of their visit in Saginaw, learned something about new foot ball. The way 
the Reserves went after their heavier opponents was great, working the for- 
ward pass better than the regulars did in any game of the season. The 
husky Midland bunch were simply dazzled. When the smoke rolled away 
the score was 28 to 0 with Midland at the abbreviated end. Mathewson and 
Baskins starred. Bradt had to be taken out because of a broken nose. 

On November 13, Midland was paid a return visit. Their field was wet 
and the referee knew nothing about the game. It proved to be a farce, the 
crowd coming on the field and hindering the play. 'The score, 12 to 5 in 
favor of Midland, does not show the relative merits of the two teams. Mid- 
land gained on line plunges. Гог Saginaw, Baskins and Eckert starred, as 


did Mathewson. | 
The Reserves deserve credit for sticking out the season as they did. 


Among their number is much promising material for next year and the ex- 


perience gained this season will bring results later.
